That it was like the 
leaven, gradualty spreading its influence and 
permeating and regenerating the society in 
which it finds itself Hetells us that the 
Kingdom of God is not meat and drink. It 
does not appeal therefore to our senses. It 
is righteousness, peace and joy inthe Holy 
Ghost. Therefore it means a love for 
righteousness ; a passion for all that is just, 
and true and pure. [t means souls aflame 
with the desire to do the very best accord- 
ing to the light vouchsafed tothem. It 
means a determination to live according to 
the highest that we know; scorning all those 
miserable aims which end with self and self- 
advancement, and self indulgence. It 
means to try, not only ourselves, to observe 


the golden rule in all things, but to 
help others to carry it out: And 
these are the aims of our councils. 


We recognize that this kingdom of God 
must come first to the individual soul, in the 
full surrender of the whole being to the do- 
ing of the holy will of God at all times and 
in all places. But that being so, in order to 
further the coming of this kingdom in our 
hemes, in our communities, in our country, 
we need associated effort, and this associat- 
ed effort it is which this council seeks to pro- 
vide amongst the women of this country.
